Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  state  of 
the  Public  Health,  and,  the  reports  by  the  Inspectors  on  the  Sanitary 
conditions,  in  the  four  Districts  during  the  year  1945.  The  Staffs 
of  the  Public  Health  Departments  have  worked  with  efficiency  and 
everything  possible  has  been  done  to  improve  the  housing  and 
general  sanitary  conditions. 

* 

Changes  in  the  Population. 

The  populations  of  the  Districts  have  decreased  slightly,  in 
continuance  of  the  process  of  re-adjustment  after  the  overcrowded 
year  of  1941.  It  is  probable  that  this  re-adjustment  is  nearing 
completion,  and  that  the  sizes  of  the  populations  will  soon  be 
influenced  by  the  planned  development  of  the  Districts.  The 
natural  increases,  or,  the  excesses  of  births  over  deaths,  in  the 
populations  were  : — Bushey,  49  ;  Chorleywood,  15 ;  Rickmansworth, 
115  ;  and  Watford  Rural,  148 — representing  percentages  of  the 
populations  of  .38,  .38,  .53,  and  .72,  respectively. 

The  birth-rates  in  1945  were  appreciably  lower  than  those  for 
1944,  which  are  given  in  brackets  : — Bushey  14.4  (16.1)  ;  Chorley¬ 
wood,  13.1  (17.1);  Rickmansworth,  15.3  (17.8);  and  Watford  Rural, 
17.2  (19.2).  The  actual  numbers  of  births,  by  sexes,  were  : — 
Bushey,  M.  99,  F.  87,  total  186;  Chorleywood,  M.  28,  F.  24,  total  52 ; 
Rickmansworth,  M.  188,  F.  148,  total  336  ;  and  Watford  Rural, 
M.  167,  F.  184,  total  351  ;  representing  totals  for  the  four  Districts 
of  482  boys,  and  443  girls — 925,  compared  with  the  record 
total  number  of  1,074  recorded  for  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  not  given  in  the  more 
curtailed  reports  after  1940  ;  the  numbers  recorded  for  the  years 
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1939  to  1945,  inclusive,  were: — Bushey,  8,  10,  11,  15,  9,  15,  10; 
Chorleywood,  — ,  — ,  3,  2,  3,  4,  4  ;  Rickmansworth,  7,  13,  17,  15, 
14,  18,  22  ;  Watford  Rural,  12,  9,  8,  13,  25,  34,  18. 

The  death-rates  were  slightly  higher  than  in  the  pre-war  years 
although  they  were  appreciably  below  the  rate  of  11.4  for  England 
and  Wales,  they  were Bushey,  10.6 ;  Chorleywood,  9.3 ;  Rickmans¬ 
worth,  10.1;  and  Watford  Rural,  9.9,  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
A  short  list  of  the  causes  of  death  is  given  for  each  District. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality,  which  is  recorded  as  the  number 
of  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  per  1,000  live  births, 
was  low  in  each  District.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  46, 
compared  with  Bushey,  43  ;  Chorleywood,  19  ;  Rickmansworth,  27  ; 
and  Watford  Rural,  26.  These  rates  take  into  account  the  pre¬ 
mature  births,  the  congenital  malformations,  the  injuries  at  birth, 
and  the  diseases  of  the  first  year  of  life.  The  illegitimate  infants 
in  the  area  died  during  their  first  year  at  the  rate  of  74  per  1,000 
illegitimate  live  births. 

Maternal  Morbidity  and  Mortality. 

The  only  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  (formerly  Puerperal 
Fever)  notified  in  the  area  were  those  recorded  in  Bushey,  and  of 
these  only  one  was  in  respect  of  a  resident  in  the  District,  the  remain¬ 
ing  sixteen  being  notified  from  a  large  maternity  home  receiving 
patients  from  the  adjoining  county.  Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  defined 
as  “  any  febrile  condition  occurring  in  a  woman  within  21  days 
after  childbirth  or  miscarriage  in  which  a  temperature  of  100.4 
degrees  Fahrenheit  (38  degrees  Centigrade)  or  more  has  been  sustained 
during  a  period  of  24  hours  or  has  recurred  during  that  period/’ 
Apart  from  severe  infections  which,  generally,  can  now  be  controlled, 
a  certain  amount  of  minor  illness,  giving  no  cause  for  anxiety,  would 
come  within  this  definition  of  puerperal  infection.  There  were 
three  deaths  in  connection  with  pregnancy  and  abortion,  and  these 
are  recorded  under  the  headings  29  and  30  of  the  list  giving  the 
causes  of  death  in  each  District. 

The  Communicable  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  the  notifiable  diseases,  with  the  exception  of 
Measles,  was  low.  Scarlet  Fever  was  not  very  prevalent  during  the 
year,  the  number  of  cases  being  73  less  than  the  previous  year,  when

there  was  an  outbreak  in  one  of  the  residential  schools.  There  had 
been  a  remission  in  the  incidence  of  Measles  during  1944,  but  last 
year  the  disease  was  prevalent  again,  although  hardly  reaching 
epidemic  proportions.  The  records  of  this  disease  only  go  back  to 
February,  1940,  when  it  was  first  made  notifiable — since  that  time 
the  following  numbers  of  cases  have  been  notified  : —

The  usual  periodicity  in  the  prevalence  of  Measles  is  not  well  shown 
by  these  figures,  probably  owing  to  the  abnormal  conditions  between 
1941  and  1943  ;  but  the  tendency  of  the  disease  to  recur  in  waves 
every  two  years  can  be  traced. 

There  were  only  three  notifications  of  Diphtheria  over  the 
whole  area — two  adults  and  one  child,  in  all  of  whom  the  disease 
was  of  a  mild  type.  There  was  no  record  of  immunisation  in  these 
cases. 

The  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  was  less  than  the  previous 
year  when  83  cases  were  notified — last  year  there  were  only  29  cases. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  statistics  relating  to  immunisation  take  into  account  all 
children  living  in  the  District  under  the  age  of  15  years  ;  and  of  these, 
the  percentages  protected  at  the  end  of  1945,  were: — in  Bushey,  81  ; 
in  Chorleywood,  79;  in  Rickmansworth,  77 ;  and,  in  Watford  Rural, 
75  ;  all  of  which  are  very  satisfactory.  It  is  of  great  importance 
that  every  infant  should  be  immunised  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
age  of  ten  months.  The  injections  are  of  a  simple  nature  and  they 
do  not  upset  an  infant.  Any  child  can  be  immunised,  free  of  charge, 
at  any  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  by  its  own  Doctor,  or  at  any  of  the 
special  clinics  in  the  area. 
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Housing. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  by  the  Housing,  and  by  the  Public 
Health,  Departments,  of  the  Councils,  to  increase  the  amount,  and, 
improve  the  conditions,  of  the  accommodation  in  the  District. 
The  statistics  of  part  of  this  work,  as  given  in  each  District,  do  not 
represent  work  under  construction,  which  will  soon  begin  to  provide 
accommodation  on  an  increasing  scale. 

Ambulance  Services. 

The  arrangements  for  the  transport  of  patients  to  hospitals 
and  maternity  homes  are  working  smoothly  and  efficiently.  The 
work  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  in  supporting  the  regular 
staff  of  the  Rickmansworth  Ambulance  Service,  is  invaluable,  and 
contributes  greatly  to  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  in  this  service. 

The  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  treatment  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  is  of  such  vital  import¬ 
ance  that  the  available  facilities  should  be  widely  known.  Recent 
advances  in  Medicine  have  changed  the  outlook  in  these  Diseases 
and  complete  cure  is  the  general  rule  when  treatment  is  obtained 
in  the  early  stages.  Delay  in  obtaining  treatment  makes  the 
eradication  of  the  diseases  more  difficult  and  prolonged.  Treatment, 
which  is  confidential,  can  be  obtained,  free  of  charge,  at  any  V.D. 
clinic  in  London,  or,  in  the  Home  Counties.  The  two  nearest 
clinics  in  Hertfordshire  are  : —
